roud. Step by step the Federation had 
— built up, so that now they could carry 
out a policy of defence and not ge 
They had arrived at their present position by 
a series of evolutionary processes, but they 
must remember that n = not we 
still, and progress must ever eir watch- 

2 Mr Forsdike hed rightly said at 
their conference that afternoon, there was no 
such thing as standing still; they must either 
ard or backward. The Federation 
take another step forward. Without 
betraying any confidence, he considered one 
such step had been ovtlined that afternoon 
for building up a bette. and stronger Federa- 
tion. They must always bear in mind the 
reasons why they ran the Federation. Did 
it fulfil the functions it was intended to 
fulfil? The answer, he considered, must 
“Yes,” although, of course, they had their 
differences, and during the last two years had 
had their share of conflict, and it seemed 
they were not out of the wood even yet. They 
would have their difficulties this year, and 
must be prepared to face them with the 
strongest united front they could muster. 
It had been suggested that architects should 
not take tenders from any but federated 
builders. There was a great deal to be said 
for that view.

In a report to Clithero Corporation on hous- 
ing costs. the survevor (Mr. A. R. Blezard), 
who is in control of the Town Council's 
building scheme, states that when tenders were 
asked for twenty houses of Class B type (three 
rooms upstairs and three down), the highest 
price received was £1,313 per house, and the 
lowest tender £1,255. The Building Guild es- 
timated the cost at £1,020 per house, but the 
Government declined to accept any of the 
tenders, and bh of the Corporation's 
pian to proceed by direct labour, providing 
the cost did not exceed £950 per house. Mr. 
Biezard now reports that the twenty houses 
have been completed for less than each. 

For houses of Class A type (two rooms 
downstairs and three up) the tenders ranged 
from £492 10s. to £650 per house: Again the 
Ministry of Health declined to accept the ten- | 
ders, and allowed the Council to construct 
the houses by direct labour, with the maxi- 
mum cost fixed at £400. The surveyor states 
that twenty are almost complete, and the 
price of the finished dwellings will be under 
the figure sanctioned by the Government.

COMING CONFERENCE IN

BELFAST BUILDING. 
TRADE. 


IMPROVEMENT NOTED. 


An improvement in the building trade in 
Belfast, owing principally to the provision of 
accommodation for the administrative 
machinery of the Northern Government, was 
recorded in the report presented at the annual 
meeting of the Belfast Builders’ Association, 
at which Mr. R. B. Henry, J.P., President, 
occupied the chair. 

Continuous employment, the report went on, 
was available for the operatives, and the 
wages agreement between the Association and 
the Workers’ Federation entered into for a 
further twelve from Ist May directly. con- 
tributed to the maintenance of complete har- 
mony throughout the trade. It remained a 
source of regret that a few builders outside 
the Association who readily took; advantage 
of arrangements effected by the Association 
in the common interests of the industry when 
they were best served thereby continued to 
violate the wages agreement, 

_ The housing scheme of the Belfast Corpora- 
tion was being continued, and the builders 
were satisfied that the new policy of placing 
contracts for the houses instead of using 
direct labour, would result in equally good 
houses at lower cost to the citizens. 

Attention was directed to shortage of 
skilled labour in some branches of the trade, 
and it was high time the question of a larger 
number of apprentices should be considered. 

Moving the adoption of the report, the 
President said trade generally had not been 
all they had hoped for, but it was possible 
that several important contracts would be 
let during the sent year. Scarcity of 
‘skilled tabour ó gen progress in contracts 
tlow. In speculative building it was to be 
feared that the builders had ignored the 
standard rate of wages agreed on, and 
had thereby occasioned a ‘shortage of 
latour for legitimate contract work.

CONCRETE FOR THE 
RAILWAYS, 


REDUCING. COSTS. 


Structures and articles of concrete and rein- 
forced concrete are playing an important part 
in reducing maintenance costs in the case of 
some railway companies, who adopt concrete 
in place of stéel, iron, and timber wherever 
possible. i 

From one of the London and ps gar 
Railway Com 's concrete yards, 81 
at — tnd sppplying the Great Northern 
and Great Cen sections, over 22,000-con- 
crete articles, of varying sizes and types, were 
turned out during last year, not including 
heavy slabs and girders specially made for 
bridgework. The yard is raised above ground 
level, and has dock walls built on three sides 
of it to facilitate the handling of materials, 
raw materials coming in one side and the 
finished articles being dispatched from the 
other side. 

As the result of tests eire. over years, 
the company use well-aerated siag 2 
and slag dust for making concrete, althou 
it is sometimes considered impossible to make 
satisfactory reinforced concrete articles with 
these materials. The aggregate, with suffl- 
cient dust to fill the voids, is fed into a power- 
driven concrete mixer, with cement in the pro- 
portion of 4 or 6 to 1, according to the article 
to be made, and the mixture is emptied from 
the machine into skips, which transport it 
over a tramway to that part of the yard 
where the wood, iron, or steel moulds are to 
be filled. The majority of articles are rein- 
forced with steel mesh or steel bars, the 
latter being built up in the company’s shops 
into standard types of reinforcement, by means 
of the oxy-acetylene welding process. 

Some varieties of concrete articles are 
made, among them being fence posts for dif- 
ferent types of fencing; gate posts, some of 
which Íoc level-crossing gates are ft. in 
length and 14in. square at the base; guy poste 
for signal posts or telegraph poles, posts for 
notices of all kinds, mile and gradient posts, 
and paving slabs for various purposes. Rein- 
forced concrete station — are made 
complete in sections, ready for erection, thus 
economising in both time and money on the 
ground. Concrete alinement pegs for perma- 
nently indicating the proper alinement of 
curves are used extensively. Posts and slabs 
are made for erection as boundary walls 6ft. 
and 7ft. high at a much lower cost than corre- 
sponding brick walls, and concrete ash-pit 
sleepers are made and used instead of timber, 
thus avoiding damage through fire. Manholes 
for formation drains are made up in six sepa- 
rate pieces to form the bottom, top, and four 
sides respectively, so that they can be quickly 
put together by the drainage squads; this 
method avoids the trouble and delay of send- 
ing to the site bricklayers with bricks, cement, 
and all their paraphernalia, 


FAILURE OF A BRICK WORKS 
EXPERIMENT.

The subsidy period under the Housing Act 
of 1919 having expired in August last, the 
Scottish Board of Health have called on the 
Corporation of Glasgow to determine the 
amount of the Board's liability in connection 
with the En of Dalry Brick Works, 
either by the acquisition of the works by the 
Corporation at a valuation mutually agreed 
on, ot by a sale—the proceeds of the sale 
being credited to the housing schemes under 
the Act. 

Ihe Director of Housing reported to a 
Committee on Housing that the capital price 
still remaining not written off as at 3lst May, 
1924, is £35,972, and that, to enable the 
Corporation to deliver bricks in Glasgow at 
the same price as works in the vicinity, this 
sum must be reduced to approximately 
£8,000. It was also reported that the Board 
were unable to agree to the purchase of the 
works by the Corporation for £8,000. 

__ Ex-Bailie Morton, Housing Convener, said 
if the Corporation took over the works anew 
at more than the £8,000 figure there would be 
a loss to the city; that was why they were 
not prepared to pay more. The brick works 
were bought at a time when bricks were very 
dear and very scarce, They found then they 
could make bricks 50 per cent. cheaper than 
they could purchase them. Afterwards the 
prices of bricks began to fall, till now it was 
costing the Corporation 50 per cent. more to 
make them aad bring them into Glasgow than 
the price at which. brick could be bought in 
the city. As to the reason for the inability to 
compete with private enterprise, Mr. Morton 
said the cost of transtporting the bricks from 
FAR to Glasgow—something like 188. 6d. 
2 000—put them out of it as far as 
lasgow was concerned.

Free of Income Tax.” 
The business men of Cork have evolved 


a new idea, which raisés some interesting 
questions, Their proposal, broadly, is that 
income tax in the Free State shall be 
abolished on all incomes earned in the 
country and on all investments in Free 
State concerns. It was explained at a 
meeting of business men in Cork yester- 
day by Mr. Hugo Flinn, who made an 
admirably clear statement of the case. No. 
other country in the world, he declared, 
ever started on an independent career 
saddled with an income tax. At 
in the Free State 
yields, roughly, 4. 500,000 per year. It 
is levied at the rate of 5s. in the pound 
on private incomes and 6s. in the pound 
corporation tax) on the incomes of 
limited liability companies Of the total 
yield of £4,500,000, £2,000,000 come from 
investments outside the Free State, 
500,000 represent arrears, and the te- 
mainder of 22,000, 000 is collected from 
incomes which are earned and dividends 
which are produced in the Free State. 
Mr. Flinn and his friends recommend the 
At present rates 
the tax revenue of the Free State is some 
225,500,000. Income tax on Free State 
incomes and dividends amounts only to 
about seven per cent. of this sum, and Mr. 
Flinn. suggests that the loss from the dis- 
appearance of this percentage would be 
more than compensated by savings in other 
directions. He points out that £300,000 
would. be saved in collection alone, and 
that the balance easily could be met by 
economies on the Army and the police. 

If we admit Mr. Flinn’s premisses for 
the sake of argument, there can be no 
doubt of the enormous benefits which his 
suggestion would bring to the Free State. 
At present the “foreigner” who is fool- 
hardy enough to invest in Free State 
concerns must pay income tax at the rate 
of Qs. 6d. in the pound, and, according to 
our London Correspondent, is experiencing 
the greatest difficulty in securing the rebates 
to which he is entitled. The existing 
difference of sixpence in the pound for in- 
dividuals, and one shilling and sixpence 
for companies, already has driven a large 
amount of capital out of the Free State. II 
Mr. Churchill brings the British tax down 
to three and sixpence, or even to four 
shillings, the financial exodus will become 
even greater, and foreign investors will 
not touch the Free State with a barge 
pole. Imagine the effect of the abolition 
which Mr. Flinn proposes. Investors in 
| the Free State would pay no income tax on 
their dividends. Money would come pouring 
into the Free State, which would become 
a workers’ paradise. The cost of living 
would fall immediately; factories would 
arise on every hand, giving lucrative em- 
ployment to thousands; and the Free 
State, instead of being as it is to-day, 
the dearest, would become the cheapest 
country in Europe. It is an alluring 
picture, and is. presented by Mr. Flinn 
with all the plausible ingenuity for which 
the people of Cork are famous throughout 
the world. Yet we fear that our Minister 
for Finance. is far too cautious to listen 
to the siren’s voice from the Lee. An 
income-taxless Free State is a lovely 
dream ; but in the meanwhile the collector 
is knocking at the door. 

Whether Mr. Flinn’s scheme ‘be practio- 
able or not, we are very glad that it has 
been propounded. At last the people of 
this country are beginning to think 
seriously about the things that really

The Menace to Bolshevism. 

The Riga Correspondent of The Times 
announces and explains a very significant | 
development in Russian politics. Like 
Italy’s Dictator, the Soviet Government 
has been forced to consider the question 
of electoral reform ; and now it has devised 
measures which, while keeping supreme 
power in its own hands, have tho 
superficial appearance of a concession to 
popular discontent. The new measures 
proclaim greater freedom and reality 
for the elections to rural Soviets through- 
out the Soviet Union. In the first place, 
a decree of January 16th enforced a condi- 
tion which is being advocated to-day as a 
cure for political apathy in the Saorstat. 
It quashed all village elections of recent 
date at which the absentees had exceeded 
sixty-five per cent. of the total electorate. 
The decree also recommended moderation in 
the practice of depriving rural citizens of 
the franchise, and abolished certain 
restrictions which hitherto had debarred 
whole classes of the people—such as hirers 
of labour and owners of invested money— 
from the exercise of the vote. On the other 
hand, the Government has been careful to 
maintain its chief weapon of political 
terrorism. The open ballot has not been 
abandoned, and, in spite of the reforms,”’ 
it is highly probable that only persons of 
whom the Communist committees approve 
will be allowed to vote at rural elections. 
The real importance of the new measure 
lies in its revelation of the Soviet Govern- 
ment’s anxiety to propitiate the peasantry 
—who are the backbone of Russia—and, as 
the Correspondent shows, there is ample 
cause for this anxiety. In 1917 the 
peasants supported the Bolsheviks, who 
promised them peace and land; and in the 
following years urban Communists kept 
the villages in good humour by inciting 
them to war against the landowners. This 
policy bas ceased to be effective. The 
large landowners have disappeared, and 
the vast majority of Russian peasants are 
now small-holders, with from two to three 
acres ef land per head. The grievance of 
social inequality in the countryside has 
been replaced by a bitter jealousy of ‘the 
superior privileges of the town-workers and 
by increasing discontent at heavy taxation 
and the high price of factory products. 
To-day this discontent; hitherto passive, is 
beginning to be active. In many districts 
during recent months the peasants have 
murdered the Communist officials; there 
is a widespread boycott of the Soviet 
elections, and peasant leaders have begun 
to talk of the establishment of à Village 
Party in opposition to the Communist 
Party of the towns. This threat, more 
than anything else, seems to be responsible 
for the new reforms; but it is very un- 
likely that any concessions which keep 
the Communist tyranny intact will be able 
to stem the movement of revolt. The 
Communist leaders themselves are not 
hopeful. If the concessions are found to 
be illusory, the rural discontent will be 
aggravated. If the peasants really succeed 
in getting their own candidates into the 
village Soviets, the spirit of anti-Com- 
munism cannot fail to infect the whole 
administrative system of the State. The 
greatest menace to the existing régime in 
Russia is the peasants’ growing conscious- 
ness of their power and their growing 
desire to exercise it. 


Burglars. 


Recent prison statistics have shown that 
in Great Britain the wave of crime 
which followed the war is abating. One 
form of crime, however, continues to 
flourish—burglary. It has been observed 
that crime runs in epidemics, and the 
guardians of the peace have been per- 
plexed by outbreaks, of two kinds of 
burglary. For some time the robbing of 
jewellers’ shops by bare-faced raids from 
motor-cars went on with alarming 
frequency. Then from the criminal class 
arose the cat burglars ’’—thieves who 
break in and steal, not on the ground-floors 
when all the household is abed, but by 
upper windows, reached by skilful climbing. 
while the people of the house are engaged 
in the living rooms. The great insurance 
companies of to-day have experts in 
criminology in their employment who are 
almost as well versed in the ways of law- 
breakers as the police forces ; and it is 
even claimed by a writer in the Daily 
Telegraph that the insurance organisations 
are powerful auxiliaries of the defenders 
of the community. Modern society, 
opulent and complex, could not be pro- 
tected by the few policemen who maintain 
the sleepless watch of the law if no private 
measures were taken to guard against 
crime. In the large London hotels, in the 
great jewellers’ shops, and in the banks, 
electrical devices are installed which in- 
visibly stand ready. to give the alarm or to 
release shutters that will descend and 
encage the precious wares, at the first un- 
lawful act. For the common citizen 
many ingenious appliances have been con- 
trived with which he can set alarms at 
every window or door. Yet inyention has. 
failed te find a better guardian of the 
house than that which man first discovered 
—the faithful dog. A breed of Airedale 
police dogs has been reared which is more 
trustworthy, and more feared by the thief, 
than any mechanical device that has been, 
or ever will be. constructed.

PATHETIC SCENES.

of the dead miners are being laid out. 

The first bodies were removed at midnight, 
and on some of them notes were found, de- 
scribing the explosion, which prove that che 
men did not die till later; w they were 
overcome by the poisonous gases. 

This is also proved by the fact that coffee 
jugs were found not to have been removed 
in several of the alleries, their owners 
evidently having fled, meeting their death 
from the gas some distance further on. Some 
of the men could only be recognised by their 
identification discs, whereas others showed no 
signs of external injuries and had evidently 
died a painless death from the gas. 

The scenes in the bathing house during the 
identification of the corpses were heart. 
rending, and many women had to be carried 
out sense One bar in particular lost 
the father and five brothers. The majority 
of the dead were married men. 

The pit is still full of poisonous fumes, 
and great difficulty is being experienced in 

tting out the last of the men entombed. 

ie cause of the explosion is as yet un- 
explained, but it is

The news of the disaster has caused a 

rofound sensation throughout Germany, and 

undreds of telegrams of sympathy have been 
received by the mining company. The event 
was referred to in moving terms in the

Round the pithead are standing groups of 
expert rescuers, rushed from all parts of the 
Ruhr coalfield, waiting their turn to descend 
to the gigantic task of piercing the débris 
below, in which a number of corpses still 
remain.

Outside the wide-drawn police cordon stand 
thousands of silent people SEE for news, 
many of them having been there for the last 
twenty-four hours, in the vain hope of seeing a 
loved relative emerge alive. 

The following pathetic message was found 
beside almost the first group of bodies re- 
covered Eleven o'c : Here are nine 
men; atl-well.”’ 

In the violence of the first explosion an 
enormous blast swept down from the gallery, 
blew a hole in the main shaft wall, and then 
travelled downwards, causing two other ex- 
plosions; the walls then caved in. 

All theatres in the Ruhr are closed, and 
flags flying at half-mast. 

A relief fund has been started. The total 
of deaths will probably exceed those in the 
disaster at Radbob in 1908, when there were 
250 deaths, the highest number previously 
known. 

The Minster Stein mine is owned by the 
Gelsenkirchen Mining Company, and was 
r nised as the most efficient and safest in 
the Ruhr coalfield. It employs 5,000 men, 
with a yearly output of 1,000,000 tons.

DOMINIONS AND 
PROTOCOL.

A CAUTIOUS ATTITUDE, 


The Times observes in a leading article: 
The first official pronouncements of the 
Dominion Governments on the Geneva proto- 
col, which have now reached Downing street, 
are clearly marked by diffidence and caution. 
That is altogether natural, considering the 
cumbrous and complicated nature of that in- 
strument. No Government cares to reject the 
plan ee none can accept its every pro- 
vision. The Dominions are known to be 
greatly in favour of extending the principle 
of arbitration in = disputes, but 
they are resolute not to accept beforehand 
commitments to definite action in indefinite 
circumstances. Above all, their Governments 
will not renounce the right to consult their 
national Parliaments on every case as it arises. 
They will not abdicate their independent 
judgment to the Council of the League on the 
issue of peace or war. Upon that point they 
are agreed, and their attitude precludes ac- 
ceptance of the protocol in its present form. 
The next step must, therefore, be the framin 
by the Government in London of such amend- 
ments as may be judged necessary to make 
the protocol acceptable by the British 
Commonwealth.

P : abundantly clear 
that the Dominions are altogether unwilling 
to allow any outside interference with their 
policy in regard to immigration, and it is 
certain that to make that problem a justiciable 
matter is to close the door of the League for 
ever on the United States. The fact that 
many may argue, like Sir Robert Borden, that 
the existing position is not affected by the 
Japanese amendment, is only one more 
example of the extraordinarily divergent 
interpretations that are upon the pro- 
visions of the protocol. This, needless to say, 
is itself a most serious defect in a document 
which will have to be interpreted by various 
Governments simultaneously at moments of 
crisis. It is enough in iteelt to make accept. 
ance of the present draft impossible. ' Contra- 
dictory interpretations, at a time when 
feelings were running high, would increase 
international irritation and produce fresh 
recriminations. The circumlocutions and 
ambiguities of the protocol must be scrutinised 
and simplified before any British Government 
is likely to put its signature to it. 

It is reassuring that Mr. Chamberlain should 
have informed the House of Commons yester- 
day—as, indeed, was not to be doubted—that 
His Majesty's Government would not think 
of committing this country to the protocol 
itself, or to any fresh obligations comparable 
with it, without the assent of Parliament.

Beyond Galway the 
visitor has nowhere to go without taking 
a leap in the dark, so far as accommoda- 
tion and expense are concerned, unless he 
has the guidance of somebody who. already 
has acquaintance with the district. 

The Tourist Association of the West, 
now merged in the new tourist organisa- 
tion for the whole of the Free State, has 
given some consideration to these points. 
It favours the development of a circular 
road route, running out from Galway along 
the Southern seaboard by Spiddal, Cos- 
telloe, .Carna, Cashel, Roundstone and 
Clifden; and back by Cleggan, Kylemore, 
Leenane, Maam, Cong or Clonbur and 
Headfort. i 

The road exists already, but it would 
need to be strongly metalled and broadened 
for the passage of motor coaches. Full 
value could’ not be obtained from the 
road from the touring point of view uniess 
there were a series of good hotels, which 
ickly and properly for con- 
tingents of visitors brought by the convey- 
ances tirat would use it. : 


MARKETING FACILITIES. | 

At present the main road going West 
from Galway follows the same course as 
the railway to Clifden. The circular route 
indicated above would open up country 
which is not served by the railway. Most 
of the proposals for the development cf 
the congested’ districts along the seaboard 
depend for their success very largely on 
thé provision of marketing facilities. 

A road transport service on the circular 
route is plainly indicated. It would 
benefit Galway town also as a market. 
If such a service existed, little further 
encouragement would be needed to inducs 
the people of the districts so served to in- 
crease their produce of eggs, poultry and 
fish. It would. make them less dependent 
on the smal] local markets, where they get 
poor prices, ef which some middlemen 
take a profit in passing the produce on 
further. It would open up in a wonderful 
way the poorest districts which most need 
Talking of markets, I have been told 
that one of “the principal causes of dis- 
tress this year was the unexpected drop iu 
the prices obtained for pigs last year. 
Counting on a repetition of previous 
prices, the people had fed their pigs ex- 
pensively. The anticipated profits. were 
not realised; the loss has been against 
them ever since; and they were discouraged 
from - feeding the same number of pigs 
again. The level of pig prices is an im- 
portant matter for Lower Connemara. 

ier THINGS FIRST. 

To come back to the tourist question 
1 have doubts as to the value of publicity 
or any special effort to stimulate the 
trafic in Connemara until touring plans 
and hotel.accommodation are nearer to 
requiremients. A few satisfactory b 
do exist in the area, but they have been 
content hitherto to afford accommodation 
merely for visitors of the kind who will 
be happy if they find good lake or sea fish - 
ing in the neighbourhood. 

If visitors who have not that interest 
are invited to Connemara before provision 
has been made for convenient itineraries, 
comfortable accommodation and congenial 
occupations for the whole period of the 
visit—and all this at a reasonable and, 
above all, a definite cost—Connemata is 
likely to have the worst possible publicity, 
the reports to their friends rendered by 
disappointed, visitors. People who are 
arranging tours to-day have & very wide 
choice, and Connemara, to compete, has got 
to give value for money.

THE INCOME TAX. 
TO THE PDITOR OP THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin, —It is good to hear that the business 
men of Cork have told Ministers a few truths 
about the effects of the income tax. I think, 
however, that they went hardly far enough. 
I think inquiry would show that the tax 
is being paid not only from the liquid or even 
the fixed capital of merchants, manufacturers 
and traders, but directly to a greater extent 
than might be thought possible, and in- 
directly to a much greater extent from the 
fixed as well as the Rquid capital of agricul- 
ture, on which our existence as a nation 
depends. The President's reply is hardly 
reassuring. ‘‘ The income tax forms an impor- 
tant part of the country’s revenue.” So it 
doés, to our sorrow. Why did we undo the 
Union, if we still hold that the fiscal policy 
suitable for a people of forty millions in a 
country that ald support about seventeen 
must be equally so for a people of four in a 
country that could “Er eight? 

The staunchest ictorian economists 
admitted that an income tax was unsuited 
to an agricultural country in which the turn- 
over is slow, especially when at all deficient 
in capital, and might produce most serious 
results in such & ver en were its effect to 
diminish capital. In England, at least up 
to the year 1868, about which time an income 
tax became practical necessary for England, 
Chancellors of the Exchequer never failed 
to reassure the es as to the purely tem- 
orary nature pf t Its continuation 
frown year to year was only procured by 
special Act ef Parliament; and are we to 
accept it as a permanent and ordinary tax? 

As for not taxing the food of the ati 
that is undoubtedly sound. Still the p 
is not very -acteptable, owing to its — 
employment by one party to stave off the 
change in English*fiseal polity; the necessity 
for which began to be apparent in the last 
decade of the wineteenth century. The Trish

BRITISH TRADE. 
— — 
IMPORTS INCREASING. 


Imports show a great increase under nearly 
every heading in the Board of Trade Returns 
issued yesterday, striking features being the 
advances — -Á under the headings of raw 
cotton and cotton waste, raw wool and raw 
waste, grain and flour, meat.and non-dutiable 
food and drink. The chief feature with re- 
yard to exports is the great advance noted 
under the heading of cotton yarns and manu- 
factures, which show an increase of over 
23,500,000. Manufactures of textile materials 
also show substantial advances, but consider- 
able reductions have again to be ‘reported 
under the headings of coal, ctke and manu- 
factured fuel. 

The imports for the month ol January 
amounted to £128,907,045, an increase of 
£27,719,652 compared with January, 1924. 
The exports for January; 1925, amounted to 
£69,050,554, an increase compared with 
January, 1924, of £4,815,456. With one ex- 
ception, every item under the heading of 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
showed an increase, ihe aggregate advance 
being 46, 106,969. Once again the chief 
decrease in exports for January this year 
as compared with January, 1924, falls under 
the heading of coal and coke. There WAS a 
reduction of exported coal in value of 

£1,969,899 and of coke oí £530,003. The 
total of coal exported from January, 1925, was 
4,366,051 tons, of the value of £4,708,97h, as 

compared with 5,440,637 tons, of the value of 
26. 78,877. 


BELFAS ST LINEN TRADE. 


FAIR DEMAND FOR DRESS LINEN. 

The official report of the Belfast linen trade 
for the fortnight ending Iich February, 
states :—Since the last report there has been, a 
considerable fall in the price of Irish flax, and 
as a consequence supplies are much smaller, 
which has. stabilised prices. at the lower level.

from a senior ex-British officer residing in 
Ireland, and a former commander of the 
British Forces. He (Major Cooper) described 
that suppression as uniair controversy and 
bad propaganda. He did not recollect any 
case of that kind in the Irish Press, There 
was one form of propaganda that was greatly 
to be desired, and that was propaganda of 
cheerfulness. There were many things that 
might be legitimately criticised. but they 
ought to be criticised in a hopeful and con- 
structive spirit.

CONSTRUCTION OF. A DOCTOR'S 
WILL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTIOE MEREDITH.) 

Judgment was delivered in the case of 
Brown v. the Governors of the Royal Hos- 
ital for Incurables, Dublin, which had come 
. the Court on an originating summons 
for the construction of the will and ‘codicil 
of the late Dr. Joseph Smyth, a retired In- 
spector of the Local Government Board, who, 
amongst ether legacies, bequeathed: consider- 
able sums to the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
Belfast, the St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
Banbridge, and several other charitable in- 
stitutions, and left £600 to the Meath Hos 
pital, Dublin. „ 

For thirty years before his death Dr. 
Smyth resided at Naas, and; by a codicil to 
his will, he directed that £1,000° should: be 
paid to the Governors of the Royal Hospital 
for Incurables, Dublin, for the endowment of 
a bed, which was to he at tha nomination of 
the medical officer for the time being of the 
Naas Dispensary District, the patient to be a 
resident in the Naas or Clane Dispensary Dis- 
tricts. It appeared that under the charter 
of the hospital the Governors were entitled 
to vote for the admission of patients, and it 
was considered that. the of, this 
legacy under the conditions imposed would be 
a breach of faith with the subscritiers to the 
hospital, and would. establish a precedent 
which might be extended, and become very 
injurious to its best interests. It was 
‘stated that each bed required an annual ex- 
penditure of £75, and that the interest on 
the £1,000 would not be sufficient to detray 
suck cost in full.
